Naturally, there will be some in- 
crease in taxes resulting from this ini- 
provement which I am informed would 
not be great enough to cause a tax 


rate in excess of $1.85, which was, the 


tax rate for the City of Placerville a 
number of years ago. Naturally, there 
will be some cost for the care and 
maintenance of the disposal system. 
However, I believe it will be up to the 
city council to hold down that cost 
and it is my firm belief that one of the 
numerous employees of the city can 
devote his time to that work without 
a great increase in expense resulting 
from the operation of the plant. 

I believe that the voters of the city 
should enable the city council to put 
the city in a position of obtaining a 
PWA grant, if possible, and by all 
means vote on this question.

In the last 24 hours, some reports 
have been circulated to the effect that 
the proposed new sewer mains will not 
extend to the easterly city limits and 
the city council desires to reaffirm its 
former statement that the plans con- 
template a sewer main extending to 
the easterly city limits of the City of 
' Placerville. Furthermore, the plan, if 
‘ approved, by the voters and the pro- 
ject constructed, arrangements will be 
made to take care of all of the sewage 
‘water of the city so that none of 
‘Placerville’s sewage waters will be 
dumped into the waters of Hangtown 
| Creek.

‘city to attempt to treat all of the’ 


| waters of the creek and would require 
a plant much larger than is necessary 
-for the treatment of the Placerville 
sewage waters. Consequently, only ac- 
tual sewage waters of the city will gu 
through the sewer mains and through 
the sewage treatment plant.
